The same boiling water 
may be used for further boiling by adding a little soap to each 
boiler ful 1 o f clothes. 

Colored clothes and flannels can not be boiled, and will re- 
quire a little rubbing, but not nearly so much as with ordinary 
soap; and be sure to rinse your flannels in soft water of same tem- 
perature as suds.
